In response to the Office Action dated February 7, 2002, the period for reply being 
extended by a petition for two-month extension of time filed herewith, Applicants submit the 
following remarks: 

REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance of this Application in view of the following remarks 
are respectfully requested. Claims 1 and 4-6 are pending in the application. 

The Office Action rejected claims 1 and 4-6 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) over U.S. 
Patent No. 5,959,307, issued to Nakamura et al. ("Nakamura"). Applicants traverse the 
rejection because Nakamura fails to disclose each element of the claimed invention. In 
particular, Nakamura fails to teach or suggest a group III nitride semiconductor light-emitting 
device including barrier layers and an n-type clad layer wherein the n-type clad layer is 
formed of a material substantially the same as the barrier layer, as recited in claim 1. 

The recitation that the n-type clad layer is formed of a material substantially the same 

as the barrier layer indicates that the n-type clad layer and the barrier layer are composed of
